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Did ABC News Blur the Truth In 
Internet-Dating-Scam Story? 

Orange County judge refuses network’s demand to kill libel lawsuit against 20/20 


T wenty months ago, ABC News’ 

20/20 broadcast an hour-long epi¬ 
sode on an important public topic: 
Internet-dating crooks. But the network 
raised eyebrows when it included a 

10-minute segment 
on a bitter dispute 
involving ex-lovers 
in California. Now, 
ABC, journalist 
Chris Cuomo and 
a woman involved 
don’t want a jury 
to see a serious 
libel lawsuit in 
Orange County 
Superior Court. 

The primetime 
show began with 
an ominous introduction. “Con men, 
computer crooks using stolen identities 
to steal your heart, and then your money,” 
a deep male voice uttered. “Tonight, we 
find them.” 

Elizabeth Vargas—standing beside 
Cuomo, her 20/20 co-host—said, 

“Tonight, we look at what happens when 
crooks come off the streets and through 
your computer screens. They can end up 
taking your love, your money and even 
your reputation.” 

Next, Cuomo—the brother and son of 
New York governors, as well as a suc¬ 
cessful journalist—introduced the first 
portion of the show, saying, “Meet women 
looking for love only to get scammed.” 

• Holly chatted online with three men 
who showered her with compliments, 
and then sought money; she refused. 

• Molly began an online relationship with 
“Jacob” and, despite having never met the 
identity thief, gave him “almost $100,000.” 

• Joan unwittingly sent $25,000 to a 
Ghanaian man posing online as a love- 
hungry U.S. Army officer. 

In the second segment, 20/20 reported 
on a 68-year-old man who committed sui¬ 
cide after giving $50,000 to an online thief 
posing as a young, cute, Asian woman. 

Up until this point, ABC’s show was 


solid journalism and a public service. 
Cuomo then made the transition to the 
troubled, third segment. “When we come 
back,” he said, “what happens when the 
guy on the other side of the keyboard 
moves in ... and is keeping a dark secret?” 

Before the network went to a commercial 
break, it aired a video of Orange County’s 
Kelley Cahill staring at semi-nude pictures 
of David Williams, her ex-boyfriend. Cahill 
stated, “It’s just amazing what he’s gotten 
away with—and for so long.” 

I watched the July 24,2011, show and, 
because ABC implied that Williams looted 
Cahill’s “fortune,” I remember expecting 
to learn he’d been a monster in the vein 
of the despicable con artists in the earlier 
segments. But their tale is different: Cahill 
voluntarily gave Williams an SUV, a watch 
and a couple of suits. So much for the con- 
artist angle—both sides confirm he hadn’t 
even asked for the items. 

Within days of the show airing, Wil¬ 
liams’ Beverly Hills attorney, Alexander 
Rufus-Isaacs, filed a libel lawsuit; while 
breaking news of the court action, I pub¬ 
lished a brief online commentary ques¬ 
tioning why Williams had been included. 
Cahill contacted me and argued that if 
Williams were “innocent,” he would have 
agreed to appear on 20/20. She also pre¬ 
dicted an easy courthouse victory. 

But after eight months and studying 
more than 1,000 pages of evidence-loaded 
filings in the case, it is more apparent 
than ever that ABC blew the story. Far 
from operating in the shadows as had 
the aforementioned predators, Williams 
met Cahill face-to-face from a personal 
ad on Match.com in March 2005. They 
dated. They fell in love. They bought an 
$860,000 Costa Mesa house together. 

I’m not an expert on the standard prac¬ 
tices of online-dating hoodlums, but I’d 
guess very few, if any, give their real names 
to their victims, share proceeds from their 
financial transactions and, though not con¬ 
tributing the majority of funds for a mutual 
home, make $41,000 in payments over the 
course of about a year, as Williams did. 


ABC insists it did not inform viewers of his 
financial contributions because it was “sim¬ 
ply irrelevant” to the story about “Williams’ 
proclivity for romantic deception.” 

According to the network, Williams’ 
ruse was luring Cahill into a relation¬ 
ship by falsely listing his marital status 
as divorced in his Match.com ad. Wil¬ 
liams acknowledges the term wasn’t 
accurate, but it represented his state of 
mind because he’d been separated from 
and not living with his Colorado wife 
for an extended period of time. In the 
broadcast, the divorced-versus-sepa- 
rated angle was Williams’ horrific “lie” 
and “dark secret” worthy of placing him 
on a show about Internet “con men” and 
“computer crooks.” 

But Williams told Cahill, who is 
divorced, the truth about his marital 
status within the first two weeks of their 
relationship, according to his lawsuit. He 
further states the breakup happened after 
he discovered her infidelity and financial 
irresponsibility—she’d ultimately file 
personal bankruptcy. According to court 
documents, Williams caught her cheat¬ 
ing, allegedly in bed with a man tied to 
The Real Housewives of Orange County. 

Williams has submitted evidence in his 
lawsuit that his version of the breakup is 
more aligned with reality. Robert Hill of 
Aliso Viejo stated under penalty of perjury 
that he and his wife went on group dates 
with Williams and Cahill “at least a dozen 
times.” Hill said Cahill “was well-aware” 
that Williams was not yet divorced. 

During the show, Cuomo also claimed 
to have found “at least a half-dozen other 
women” who’d fallen “prey to Williams’ 
lies and infidelity,” but he offered noth¬ 
ing more specific. This could have been a 
crucial moment to bolster the story. Yet, 
oddly, Cuomo—who left ABC for CNN in 
January—proceeded without introducing 
even one of those other alleged victims. In 
court, the network’s lawyers contradicted 
the broadcast by claiming 20/20 had found 
four women who “fell prey” to Williams’ 
marital status maneuverings, without enu¬ 


merating the resulting horror stories. 

Perhaps the reason other alleged vic¬ 
tims weren’t included on the show was 
because, according to evidence reviewed 
by the Weekly, at least two of the women 
described Williams as a womanizer, not 
a crook. One of those women. Laguna 
Niguel’s Lauren Knight, admitted that 
while he lied to her about his marital sta¬ 
tus and it angered her, she views him as a 
“complete gentleman” in every other way. 

In 2009, Knight became friends with 
Cahill, who makes an income by using her 
dating blues to get other Internet-dating 
women to pay her for detective-type ser¬ 
vices at iCheckmates.com. Knight doesn’t 
hold a favorable opinion. 

“It became increasingly clear to me 
that not only was [Cahill] obsessed with 
David in an unhealthy way, but she was 
[also] not being truthful about what David 
had done,” Knight declared in a sworn 
affidavit. “Kelley frequently asked me 
and some other women she knew to post 
negative messages about David online.” 

The 20/20 report disappointed her. “I 
watched the program and was shocked 
by how David was represented,” Knight 
stated in a court filing. “It was inaccu¬ 
rately and unfairly biased against David.” 

Lawyers for ABC and Cahill (who did 
not respond to requests for comment) 
attempted to kill Williams’ libel lawsuit by 
shifting the case to a more legally favor¬ 
able setting in Colorado, absurdly insisting 
Williams became a public figure when he 
answered inquiries from reporters calling 
about Cahill’s allegations and arguing that 
the woman’s terrible descriptions of him 
were constitutionally protected “opinion” 
speech. They also asserted the public knows 
it should be leery of the emotional rants of 
an “ex-lover.” 

This month, Franz E. Miller—a 
brainy, polite Orange County judge- 
refused to dismiss the matter. He 
overruled all 40 defense objections to 
evidence presented by Rufus-Isaacs and 
declared that, at least for these early 
stages in the case, Williams is a private 
figure with an argument that his repu¬ 
tation was unfairly soiled. 

“[Williams] has met his burden of dem¬ 
onstrating [the implications of the 20/20 
show] were false,” ruled the judge, who 
wants a future jury to have the last word 
on who was the victim and if the network 
negligently propelled an all-too-common, 
nasty romantic breakup into a national 
crime story.

DEAR MEXICAN: I

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default, foreclosures and bankruptcies.” 

The following Sunday, Adkins’ associ¬ 
ate, Linda Wilson, delivered a similar 
presentation at the same Holiday Inn to 
more people hopelessly underwater on 
their mortgages. One of her slides read, 
‘When a mortgage is created, your signa¬ 
ture on the promissory note creates the 
funds. They did not exist before then.” 

Seminars such as these took place on 
an almost daily basis that summer, with 
thousands flocking to ad hoc meeting 
spaces Old Quest rented throughout 
Orange, Riverside, Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino counties. 

The company’s founders, chief execu¬ 
tive officer Arturo Ruiz and president 
Francisco Mendoza, brought together a 
network of recruiters to lure potential 
customers from across Southern Califor¬ 
nia with promises of flnancial salvation. 
At the time, there was no shortage of 
people looking to save their homes. 

These were no ordinary, get-out-of- 
debt workshops—attendees learned 
the United States government, a long- 
bankrupt entity secretly owned by Eng¬ 
lish banking interests, held hidden bank 
accounts in their names. Such dubious 
statements were presented in English 
and Spanish along with 


headquarters on Sept. 25, 2009, an Old 
Quest presenter named Harry Farqu- 
harson delivered the usual pitch to an 
attentive audience: “The government 
has an obligation to pay your debt, dollar 
for dollar.” 

Farquharson assured one attendee that 
no Old Quest customer had ever had his 
taxes audited. The company had former 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) employ¬ 
ees on staff to avoid such pitfalls, Farqu¬ 
harson told the man he believed to be a 
prospective client, but who in fact was an 
undercover IRS agent recording the pre¬ 
sentation with a concealed camera. 

STOLEN TREASURES 

Old Quest was remarkably successful—at 
its peak of operations, the company was 
taking in hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars per month. By the time federal agents 
swooped on the Fontana office with a 
search warrant in September 2009, the 
company had netted $1.9 million from its 
customers and millions more in fraudu¬ 
lent tax refunds. 

Last month, Ruiz and Mendoza 
stood trial in District 
Court in Santa Ana on 
charges of defrauding 
the U.S. government as 


lars. The Justice Department is currently 
prosecuting dozens of I099OID cases 
from Florida to Washington, and nearly 
everywhere in between. 

Ruiz and Mendoza, both immigrants 
with little in the way of formal educa¬ 
tion, seem unlikely masterminds of an 
attempted quarter-billion-dollar tax 
scam. But federal authorities say the two 
men built from the ground up one of the 
best-organized, most-professional opera¬ 
tions in the country. 

Ruiz immigrated to the United 
States from Honduras in the 1970s and 
worked his way up as a food-service 
manager at several hotels in Orange 
County. He began dabbling in real 
estate in the 1980s. Mendoza, who hails 
from Mexico, was a truck driver with 
his own business specializing in deliv¬ 
ering materials for the construction 
industry. Neither man possessed a col¬ 
lege degree or any specialized 
tax training. Both were 
hit hard by 


country, making at least half a dozen 
trips to attend seminars from Iowa City 
to Albany. It was after studying under 
a so-called “sovereign citizen” named 
John Lloyd Kirk in Seattle that Ruiz 
and Mendoza concluded they had come 
across the right business model. 

Kirk served four years in federal prison 
in the early 1990s after being convicted of 
possessing a pipe bomb. Since his release, 
he has become a prominent tax defler, 
hocking DVDs and offering seminars 
in Washington and Nevada through a 
company called Indian Nations Advocate 
Law Office. Kirk’s teachings have raked in 
some $8 million for more than 30 clients 
through erroneous IRS refunds. In 2011, 
the U.S. attorney in Seattle sued Kirk to 
enjoin him from further promoting his 
tax-fraud scheme. 

Equipped with Kirk’s 
methods, Ruiz and 
Mendoza returned to 
Southern California 
ready to strike out 
on their own—they 
formed Old Quest 
Foundation in 
August 2008 and 
started selling 
“land patents” 
to homeowners 
who were in 
default on 
their mortgages 
and trying to 
avoid eviction. 


ringleaders of one of 


a dizzying array of flow charts, flne 
points regarding arcane legislation and 
esoteric monetary policy, references to 
obscure historical events related to cen¬ 
tralized banking, and so much tax jargon 
it could make your head spin. But the 
basic idea was simple: The government 
owes you money. 

For people ready to try anything to 
avoid foreclosure, the message had an 
obvious appeal. Old Quest enlisted some 
250 customers who were swayed by the 
offer to negate their home loans sim¬ 
ply by signing off on special tax-return 
forms that would be flhed and filed on 
their behalf in exchange for “donations” 
to the company. 

At one such event at the company’s 


the nation’s largest I099OID scams—a 
type of tax fraud named after the IRS 
form abused by its purveyors. Operation 
Stolen Treasures, as the IRS dubbed its 
investigation, led to the indictments of 
55 people associated with Old Quest and 
an offshoot company, most of whom still 
await trial in Orange County. 

OID fraud is deeply rooted in pseudo- 
legal conspiracy theories such as the ones 
espoused at Old Quest seminars—bizarre 
claims that have circulated for decades 
among fringe groups of anti-government 
radicals. The ideas gained traction with 
the collapse of the mortgage industry in 
2007, triggering a nationwide crime wave 
that has defrauded American taxpayers 
of perhaps hundreds of millions of dol- 


the collapse of the housing market. 

The two friends had known each 
other for a long time, originally meeting 
through their wives, but they had drifted 
apart over the years. The flnancial crisis 
served to reunite them. Both were strug¬ 
gling to pay their mortgages; together, 
they went out seeking solutions. 

For a year, Ruiz and Mendoza exten¬ 
sively researched a loosely affiliated 
network of right-wing entrepreneurs, 
radical tax protestors, anti-government 
crusaders, self-help gurus and profes¬ 
sional fraudsters who constitute a 
cottage industry specializing in debt 
solutions that exists on the periphery 
of the law. The two friends traveled the 


The land-patent program, which 
Mendoza and Ruiz launched with a 
meeting at a church, involved little more 
than the sale of laminated signs warn¬ 
ing that the homes displaying them 
were “sovereign kingdoms” on which 
trespassing would be considered an “act 
of war.” Homeowners who purchased 
the signs for $12,500 on installment 
plans—$2,500 up front, then $1,000 per 
month—hung them in their windows, 
believing they invoked precise legal lan¬ 
guage that would keep bank officials and 
Sheriff’s Department deputies off their 
property and unable to evict. 

The land-patent program never saved

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anyone’s home, but the venture was 
still so lucrative that by March 2009, 

Old Quest subleased a two-story office 
building in Fontana, hired a number of 
full-time employees, motivated recruiters 
through healthy commissions, and began 
offering almost daily Spanish- and Eng¬ 
lish-language seminars that introduced 
potential customers to what they called 
their “special program.” 

REDEMPTION 

“The United States government took 
certified copies of all our 
birth certificates and placed 
them in the United States 
Department of Commerce... 
as registered securities. As ^ 

collateral for our loans. Since 
you are the only one who 
gives ‘value’ to the birth cer¬ 
tificate because of your labor, 
you are the only one who can 
go to the ‘bank’ and redeem 
and regain control of the 
[your] birth certificate. They 
took the ‘title’ to your body, 
the birth certificate and 
borrowed money against it. 

That is exactly what a birth 
certificate is, A TITLE.” 

Such imaginative claims 
were exhibited on PowerPoint slides 
at every Old Quest presentation. They 
stem from a decades-old conspiracy 
theory called Redemption Theory, the 
brainchild of a white supremacist named 
Roger Elvick. 

A fixture in the militia movements of 
the ’70s and ’80s, Elvick is still regarded 
as a folk hero by many “sovereign 
citizens” who declare themselves “free” 
from the jurisdiction of the federal gov¬ 
ernment. He posited that with the birth 
of every citizen since sometime during 
the Great Depression, the government 
has borrowed money against their future 
labors and deposited that money into a 
secret account. Adherents often call this 
account a “straw man”—a fictitious legal 
persona used by unscrupulous bankers to 
commoditize every American’s life. 

Elvick identified a Jewish banking 
cabal as the administrator of the secret 
accounts, but more recent incarnations 
have carefully stepped back from the 
rabid anti-Semitism associated with 
the earlier movement. Still, proponents 
across the country maintain your life 
is regarded as no more than a traded 
security controlled by one of several 
possible bogeymen: a Jewish cabal, 
the Federal Reserve, the International 
Monetary Fund, English banks, the New 
World Order. 

Elvick ended up applying redemption 
theory to a bogus check scam in Ohio that 
landed him back in prison in 2005. Most 
of his original compatriots also served 
lengthy sentences for their attempts to 
“liberate their straw man” through vari¬ 
ous pseudo-legal redemption maneuvers. 

But the secret-accounts assertion has 
become a central tenet of many simpatico 
anti-government movements whose fol¬ 
lowers believe in its truth with a religious 
zeal. They call themselves redemptionists. 



or sovereign citizens, or freemen on 
the land, and they insist that through fil¬ 
ing obscure tax forms and elaborate legal 
ploys, they can reclaim what is rightfully 
theirs. Essentially, they want to cash out. 

Old Quest presenters would recount 
at seminars the standard redemptionist 
historical narrative: In 1917, Congress 
created the Federal Reserve, surrender¬ 
ing the country’s financial system to a few 
wealthy families. Then, in 1933, President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt took the United 
States into bankruptcy. That same year. 
Congress and Roosevelt abandoned the 
gold standard and seized all gold held by 
private citizens. At that point, something 
happened in which real money ceased to 
exist, all debt became meaningless, and 
without knowledge or consent, American 
citizens became slaves to the corporation 
that replaced the U.S. government. 

“The idea was that a national peace¬ 
time emergency was declared in 1933, 
and it never ended,” says Walker Todd, a 
research fellow at the American Institute 
for Economic Research. 

As with most good conspiracy theo¬ 
ries, it’s the kernels of truth that make it 
appealing—that make it possible for intel¬ 
ligent, often-well-meaning people to con¬ 
vince themselves of preposterous notions. 

“They’ll pick something that has a 
germ of truth in it, and they’ll build 
some huge, confabulated theory 
around it,” Todd, an expert in tax-fraud 
schemes, explains. 

The truth is that the United States 
did go off the gold standard in 1933, and 
ever since then, all public debt has been 
guaranteed by the full faith and credit of 
the United States government. The coun¬ 
try has citizens who pay taxes, and this 
dependable base of future tax revenue is 
what allows the U.S. government to prom¬ 


ise those to whom it owes 
money that it will be able to 
pay them back sometime in the future. 

Where redemptionists start to go off 
the rails is in taking this promise to not 
be a deadbeat, backed by the collateral 
of human capital, quite literally. And in 
their worldview, not only is every Ameri¬ 
can life treated as a financial instrument, 
but a record of the transaction is hidden 
in plain sight, as well. It’s called your 
birth certificate. 

The evidence offered for this can 
be laughable—something about names 
entered in all capital letters, birth cer¬ 
tificates printed on bond paper, someone 
once claiming he found his social security 
number on a stock-tracking site. 

Elvick tabulated a very precise dollar 
amount for the initial birth bond offering: 
$630,000. Apparently, that is the amount 
that an average American citizen will pay 
in income tax over the course of his or 
her lifetime. 

But if you’re making up numbers, why 
stop at just more than half a million? Greg 
Adkins, Old Quest’s Orange County man¬ 
ager, sent an email to several customers 
on July 6, 2009: “Yes, your birth cetificate 
[sic] is a traded stock. I found mine. My 
birth Cetificite [sic] is worth 24.8 Million 
right now.” 

And that is the source from which 
you can rightfully reclaim, from the gov¬ 
ernment treasury, which really is just a 
private corporation, money that is really 
yours, if you learn the secret of how to go 
about doing so, which the IRS does not 
want you to know. And the secret often 
has something to do with an Original 
Issue Discount. 

QID DEPARTMENT 

On its face, the IRS form I099OID is a 
rather ho-hum document, which spe¬ 


cialized accountants will explain to you 
involves something about declaring 
interest income derived from certain 
types of zero-coupon bonds upon their 
maturity. But properly invoked, the 
I099OID is purported to hold nearly 
mystical powers. The Old Quest presen¬ 
tation explained the Original Issue Dis¬ 
count as something quite extraordinary: 
money, created from your signature. You 
are the issuer of the money. 

Ruiz and Mendoza claimed the OID 
process was the “remedy” Congress 
was forced to provide citizens after it 
confiscated all their gold. The process 
has been known to the elite since 1933, 
they told customers, but not until 1954 
did the IRS implement it for the rest of 
us. Not that the IRS wanted us to know 
about that. 

The manner in which Old Quest went 
about misusing the I099OID, however, is 
actually a fairly recent innovation, first 
cropping up in various noteworthy tax 
schemes around 2005. Since then, true 
believers and profiteers alike have confi¬ 
dently stated they have finally discovered 
the true, proper, legal, effective method of 
achieving what Roger Elvick failed to. 

“These kinds of scams have the pat¬ 
tern of growing very large, very fast,” 
Todd says. 

It’s hard to say exactly why the 
I099OID form was deemed the proper 
vehicle to access secret accounts. If there 
is a logical train of thought, it is one pred¬ 
icated on conspiracy upon conspiracy.

The internet has nmdeprevUmAl^inviablenic^ 
careers a realitg.

THE ADVENT AND GLOBAL EXPANSION of the Internet has made 
highly specialized careers which were once almost unthinkable more viable than ever 
However obscure an individuals field of expertise and however remote their location, 
employers can now find, communicate with, hire and pay them in cyberspace. 

Online workplace platforms allow a much more comprehensive exchange of infor¬ 
mation between employers and contractors than ever before: clients can list extensive 
details of their company and available positions and projects, while freelancers can 
build a profile rich with examples of their work and feedback from prior buyers. 


For example, as a freelance writer in 
the 1990s I was limited to contacting 
potential clients by mail or phone and 
only received occasional assignments. By 
the turn of the Millennium, the Internet 
allowed me to reach out to editors and 
publications much more quickly and 
easily, and I soon became a part-time 
journalist. The advent of online free¬ 
lance writing platforms enabled me to 
showcase my skills and experience to an 
increasingly diverse range of potential cli¬ 
ents worldwide, from law firms to record 
labels, and I have now been a full-time 
freelancer for many years. Though I live 
in small-town California, I have written 
for clients (most of whom I have never 
met or even spoken with) from as far 
away as Sweden and the U.K. 

“I don’t necessarily think of it as spe¬ 
cialists coming to dominate the work¬ 
place,” said Gary Swart, CEO of oDesk, a 
Redwood City, Calif.-based online work¬ 
place. “I think of it as specialization com¬ 
ing to dominate many individual workers’ 
approach to the work.” 

Today there are numerous online plat¬ 
forms - including Guru.com, Fiance and 
Freelancer.com, plus an array of industry- 
specific sites - that can help workers capi¬ 
talize on a particular field of expertise. 
These allow independent contractors to 
parade their abilities through online pro¬ 
files and portfolios, and companies to not 
only hire freelancers but also, using online 
collaboration tools, to manage teams and 
projects. 

Swart reports that whereas in 2007 
just four job categories accounted for 90 
percent of the work on oDesk, by last year 
thirty-five categories made up that same 
proportion. As of March 2012, oDesk 
has 3 million freelancers and more than 
540,000 clients registered worldwide. 


with 1.5 million jobs advertised last year. 

As well as major categories like engi¬ 
neering, Web development and design, 
and sales and marketing, oDesk freelanc¬ 
ers include niche workers like voice-over 
talent, Drupal developers and Swahili 
translators. 

“If you look at any of the job posting 
boards ... The way the technology is 
going and with the technology, it allows 
a screening capability for these special¬ 
ties that we’ve never had before,” said 
Michelle Stiles, Interim Dean at UCLA 
Extension. 

Motivated by these emerging employ¬ 
ment market forces and themselves 
enabled by dynamic technologies, educa¬ 
tors - both well-established colleges and 
newer educational websites - are offering 
customized courses with which people 
looking to ride the specialization wave 
can hone a particular skill or learn a new 
one. 

Khan Academy offers a free online col¬ 
lection of more than 4,000 micro lectures 
on everything from healthcare to macro¬ 
economics, while platforms like Lynda, 
com (a subscription-based software and 
technology online training library) and 
Codeacademy (which provides free pro¬ 
gramming languages classes) provide 
extremely short-term online courses and 
trainings in highly specific skill sets. 

“Online education of all types ... pro¬ 
vides access to such a variety of educa¬ 
tional opportunities that never existed 
before,” said Stiles. “So that does allow 
the participants to be very selective.” 

The main objective of UCLA 
Extension - the continuing education 
branch of the University of California, 
Los Angeles - has always been to provide 
focused and specialized courses of study, 
and they were early adopters of online 
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learning to help facilitate this. 

“[However] we think it is also very- 
good to have a broader background ... 
and the targeted credentials,” said Stiles. 
“So we provide a little of both. I don’t 
think ... that one has necessarily over¬ 
taken the other.” 

Even traditional 4-year degree pro¬ 
grams in bricks and mortar colleges, 
especially in fields of science and tech¬ 
nology, include a huge amount of spe¬ 
cialization (such as specific languages and 
systems learned) compared with 20 years 
ago. And universities are working with 
educational technology companies like 
Coursera to make some of their courses 
available in convenient online form. 

“It seems to me like [workers] need to 
become more flexible and to be able to 
specialize in multiple areas rather than 
being singularly focused,” said Georgia 
Lorenz, Dean of Instructional Services at 
Santa Monica College (SMC). 

In-demand specialties can be a mov¬ 
ing target, especially in today’s dynamic, 
tech-based workplace, and so the more of 
these an individual acquires, and the more 
frequently they update them, the better. 

“Let’s say somebody graduates with a 
degree in animation, they may come back 
down the line to gain skills in digital 
sound editing, because that’s where new 
opportunities have come up,” Lorenz 
explained. 

Accordingly, SMC has developed 
courses in areas such as mobile app 
development, graphic design, and recy¬ 
cling and resource management which 
can be completed as quickly as 6 to 8 
weeks (online, on campus or as a hybrid 
of both). 

But before a student or worker can 
specialize, they need to generalize, said 
Lorenz. 

“They need to [for example] under¬ 
stand computer programming and pro¬ 
gramming languages before they can 
engage in those very specialized classes 
and be successful in finding a position” 

Accordingly, specialization is often 
more appropriate to more mature work¬ 
ers who already have a broad background, 
both educationally and on-the-job 

But in the emerging online, on- 
demand employment marketplace, what 
an individual can actually do is probably 
more important than any educational 
certificate they can metaphorically wave 
around. That is not to say that training 
isn’t crucial, but it is being able to demon¬ 
strate that skills learned and knowledge 
gained can be put to productive work¬ 
place use that will likely land gigs. 

Swart cites the example of an under¬ 
graduate at a Mid-Atlantic university 
who was making $65,000 a year writing 
programming code from his dorm room. 


His clients didn’t care that he hadn’t yet 
graduated, but rather that he consistently 
delivered quality work. 

“Companies moving forward are going 
to care about your skills, your knowledge 
and your personal characteristics, and not 
necessarily where you went to school for a 
greater proportion of the workforce than 
today,” said Swart. 

“I envision a world where there’s Voca¬ 
tional tech’ - like somebody’s not at 
Stanford or Harvard, but maybe they’re a 
little bit technical and there is an oppor¬ 
tunity for them to learn [for example] 
lOS programming either online or at a 
vocational school.” 

While landing, say, a 10-hour job 
through an online workplace platform 
is much easier than succeeding in the 
traditional. pre-Internet employee hiring 
process (because it presents much lower 
risk and investment to the client com¬ 
pared with committing to a long-term 
hire), there remains the “chicken and egg” 
challenge of convincing an employer to 
give a new specialist that very first gig 
with which to start building some port¬ 
folio momentum. 

A well-crafted cover letter, including 
what an applicant has formally learned 
and why they would be a perfect fit for a 
particular project, is certainly important, 
but in the first few instances a freelancer 
may also need to lower their price and be 
prepared to take on even the smallest jobs 
in order to prove themselves. 

While securing short-term on-demand 
projects is far from simple (oDesk had 
twice as many registered freelancers as 
posted jobs last year), they present a 
relatively low-friction foothold into a 
new career field compared with trying 
to secure an extended full-time position. 

Exciting as it is, all of the above doesn’t 
mean that just anybody should rush to 
their computer to get a quickie education 
in engineering, Web development - or 
indeed in Drupal or Swahili. 

“My first guidance would be to get 
an understanding of what it is they like 
doing,” Swart concluded. “So just because 
there’s a lot of lOS jobs out there right 
now, that doesn’t mean you should go and 
get that training if you’re not technically 
inclined; if you don’t enjoy it. You have to 
be motivated to work in that category.” 

First-off, wannabe specialists should 
identify just what they have a passion for. 
Then they need to research expanding 
work categories to find out which of these 
intersect with that interest. Only then 
should they seek out where they can learn 
skills appropriate to these fields, starting 
with free resources like Khan Academy 
and Codeacademy before, if need be, 
moving on to exploring a formal educa¬ 
tion at a local class or community college.

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Wine-a-Whirl 


How fun are the vino-vending machines at 
Two 40 South in Brea? Very!

T WO 40 South’s cellar reportedly has 
more than 12,000 bottles of wine 
stacked floor-to-ceiling and at least 
a few barrels from which 10-cent tastings 
are offered, but the reason you want to 
go is for 32 bottles in particular. The 16 
whites and 16 reds in question are hooked 
up with tubes leading not to a Rube Gold¬ 
berg-like contraption, but rather a mono¬ 
lithic, computerized, vending machine 
that separates the formal dining room 
from the bar. Yes, Two 40 South has rel¬ 
egated the world’s most uppity beverage 
to a machine one associates more with 
frozen yogurt. 

It isn’t the first or only establishment 
in the county to offer such a system, but 
the concept does what it’s intended to do: 
strip away the formality and the intimi¬ 
dating prospect of ordering wine in a res¬ 
taurant. Your server presents you with a 
key card similar to what you receive when 
you’re checking in to a hotel. Then you 
join the other customers hovering around 
the dispensers, tapping their chins as they 
mull typewritten tasting notes. When it’s 
time to make a choice, you grab an appro¬ 
priate glass from a rack dangling above 
the machine—a wider goblet for the reds, 
a narrower one for the whites. Then you 
insert the card as though you’re about to 
pump gas at a Chevron and push the but¬ 
ton for the portion size as though you’re 
picking the octane—either a squirt, a half 
or full glass. The light on the machine 
flickers as the spout activates. 

Prices range from $2.50 for a single 
gulp of a Renacer Punto Final Malbec 
to a $95 pour of an Barbeito Bual 1863 
Madeira, bottled when Abraham Lincoln 


was just two years into his presidency. 
That something so modern has its hands 
on something so ancient is anachronism 
at its coolest. Sure, the 1863 bottle will 
most likely be gone by the time you read 
this, but Two 40 South will, without a 
doubt, replace it with something equally 
old and prestigious. It needs at least one 
like it to add gravitas to the collection 
and be there in case someone decides to 
impress a date.

But it’s that machine that will rule the 
evening’s conversation: It’s frivolously 
fun for a restaurant that would otherwise 
be very formal. Now that La Vie En Rose 
is gone. Two 40 South, with its white- 
linen-covered tables and arched, bricked 
ceiling emulating an underground Old 
World cellar, has taken the mantle as 
Brea’s classiest restaurant. 

Though a few chefs have changed, 
the menu has been upgraded from the 
small shareable dishes offered when it 
opened a year and a half ago to full-on 
entrees, serious plates for serious wine. 
The kitchen now stuffs its duck breasts 


with hazelnut and apples before rolling 
them into cylinders and wrapping them 
in bacon so thin and crisp I initially mis¬ 
took it for Peking duck skin. The roulade, 
cut into three pink stumps, is sat atop a 
soft Kabocha squash puree as blubbery 
and sweet as pumpkin pie filling. If you 
weren’t told it was poultry, you’d think 
it the leanest, most tender filet mignon 
you’d ever had. 

Striped bass is served in an almost- 
bouillabaisse, the two filets of the fish 
pan-fried until their salty skins crackled; 
they rest atop steamed clams so they’re 
not soaked by the saffron-tinged broth 
that’s populated with sugary tomatoes 
gushing juice, pencil-eraser-size nubs 
of Bilbao chorizo and piquillo peppers. 
The salmon comes with fregula, shotgun 
pellet-sized pasta you rarely see outside 
Sardinia, cooked in what tasted similar 
to a mustard-based sauce that’s a bit too 
sharp and strong for the fish. There’s also 
a well-done plate of lamb chops with 
a Riddler-green, herbed, potato puree 
countering the meat sticks almost as well 
a glass of pinot noir will. 

A swirl of Syrah, as your sommelier/ 
waiter will agree, will make the practi¬ 
cally melting hockey pucks of the Point 
Reyes blue cheese souffles even more 
amazing as an appetizer. An excellent 
albacore-tuna tartare with truffled avo¬ 
cado is zigzagged by saba, a sticky syrup 
made from grape juice, so maybe a Sau- 
vignon Blanc? Keep in mind it only takes 
four sampling squirts of even the cheap¬ 
est wine to rack up $10 at the machine. If 
you have absolutely no clue, it’s probably 
wise to just ask for a recommendation. As 
with all technology, these contraptions 
are nothing without good tech support.

B ella Cuba is just like its mojo sauce: the 
longer it sits, the stronger it becomes; 
the more alluring it gets, the more irresist¬ 
ible it is. It opened about a year ago, and I 
wasn't really impressed at first. The food 
was fine, but not particularly memorable— 
switch the white rice for Spanish and the 
black beans for pinto, and you could be at 
any mainstream Mexican restaurant. 

But the folks at l/l/ee/c/)/World head¬ 
quarters have always loved Bella Cuba, 
not only because it is in the part of Santa 
Ana nearest our offices, but also because 
the portions are very generous—salvation 
for someone surviving on an alt-weekly 
salary. And as every month passed, the 
scent of that mojo—^the legendary Cuban 
sauce composed of garlic, olive oil and 
sour orange juice, as electric as Dylan 
at Newport—wafting from cubicles and 
conference rooms kept getting stronger 
and stronger. Earlier this month, I was able 
to detect it from about 100 feet away, its 
siren call luring me to pool a cup of it from 
trays and pour it over a mountain of rice, 
beans and maduros. 

At that point, I was already a fan. Bella 
Cuba is simultaneously nice and fast, 
doing massive lunch business, but car¬ 
ing about the quality and presentation 
of its product. Tellingly, the lunch menu 
stocks those few Cuban dishes that have 
penetrated the American mainstream 
and described them in English—ropa 
vieja, rabo encendido and a media noche 
become "shredded beef," "sauteed oxtail" 
and "Cuban sandwich," respectively. But 
the flavors are all there: the ropa vieja is 
a thicket of cow, assertive and silky; the 
oxtail is savory and reeks of Calle Ocho. 

But it's dinner when Bella Cuba lets its 
inner Beny More out and brings forth the 
rarities: fat empanadas, a briny arroz con 
calamares (squid cooked in its own ink), 
even a massive offering of paella that can 
feed you until the start of the baseball 
season. It's that rarity in Southern Califor¬ 
nia: a Cuban restaurant that attracts exiles 
and non-Cubans alike, all searching to fill 
their yen. 

And back to that mojo. It's so potent you 
can probably toss it on a dead car battery 
and spark it backto life, so damn good 
that I usually just ask for a side of it (along 
with white onions drenched in the stuff) 
to cover my beans, rice and maduros to 
make it a meal. But don't be as simple as 
me: Get the entrees, and let the mojo get 
its, well, mojo on.

E arlier this week, I attended a special 
dinner by Clay Oven Irvine executive 
chef/owner Geeta Bansal held at Whole 
Foods Market's Newport Beach location. 

It's a snug space that's encyclopedic in 
its offerings but not as intimidating as the 
cavernous Tustin branch. What I didn't 
expect was its Back Bay Tavern, an honest- 
to-goodness local made from sustainable 
wood (mostly repurposed planks from north 
ern California canneries), with a bunch of 
organic hooch and all food products originat¬ 
ing from the store. 

There were a lot of craft beers on tap, but 
I don't drink beer, and so I instead asked for a 
cocktail menu. No specialty cocktail list yet, 
although Whole Foods Newport Beach head 
marketing gal Cindy O'Shea raved about a 
seasonal beet juice-based drink named the 
Red Ace in honor of the famed company. 

We'll have to wait for that one; in the mean¬ 
while, I requested the most vegetal drink 
I could think of to put Whole Foods to the 
good-food task: a Bloody Mary. 



THE DRINK

I one. The tomato— 
sweet and strong, seeds 
strewn between ice 
cubes—came from the 
store, as did the briny olive 
and the fat salt crystals on the 
rim.

Girls Gone Godard 

A thrilling corruption of the Disney princess set

A 11 you need to make a movie 
is a girl and a gun” goes 
Jean-Luc Godard’s quip. 

Add to that a few more girls and their 
bikinis, and you have the rough formula 
for Harmony Korine’s Spring Breakers, 
which looks like the most expensive 
Girls Gone Wild video ever made and 
feels like a grindhouse version of a 1950s 
beach-party movie: Where the Boys Are 
Pimps and Gangstas. Or Gidget Goes to 
Hell. As in the best work by Korine—the 
agile agent provocateur whose credits 
include the screenplay for Kids and, most 
recently, the shot-on-VHS vagabond 
vaudeville Trash Hampers—it is impos¬ 
sible to say where exploitation ends and 
deconstruction begins. 

The setting of Spring Breakers is the 
Florida coast, where several centuries of 
explorers—from Ponce de Leon to 2 Live 
Crew—have come seeking the fount of 
eternal youth and where huddled masses 
of frostbitten coeds migrate at the end of 
each winter in pursuit of sun, sex and their 
own quasi-immortality. Korine shows from 
the start that he’s fully plugged into spring 
break’s mythic dimension, opening the film 
with a long, slow-mo montage of crotch 
grabbing, ass shaking, beer-soaked boob 
jiggling and lips doing the most indecent 
things to Popsicles, all framed against the 
glittering Gulf of Mexico. It’s shot in ana- 
morphic widescreen and retina-burning 
fluorescent colors, courtesy of the French 
cinematographer Benoit Debie, a veteran 
collaborator of Caspar Noe. Korine turns 


the sequence into a Boschian invitation to 
decadence, a sun-soaked post card from 
Caligula’s Rome. 

What we’re seeing may be the fantasy 
of four undergraduate friends—Brit, Faith, 
Candy and Cotty—jonesing for a primal 
escape. In a casting coup, the girls are 
played by Disney and Teen People prin¬ 
cesses—erstwhile Zac Efron and Justin 
Bieber paramours Vanessa Hudgens and 
Selena Gomez, along with Pretty Little Liars 
star Ashley Benson—who don’t so much 
toy with their good-girl images as set them 


Franco’s is a full-blown 
Method performance (with an 
emphasis on “meth”). 

ablaze. (They’re joined by Korine’s real-life 
wife, Rachel, who has no such reputation to 
implode.) Never mind who plays whom, as 
loss of identity among the g5n’ating spring- 
break mass is one of the movie’s dominant 
themes. These Cinderellas all dream of the 
Florida ball (or, given the lewd drawings 
we see two of them making in their history- 
class notebooks, balls), but a cash-flow 
problem threatens to leave them stranded 
on campus. So, with little compunction, they 
decide to hold up a local diner, with squirt 
guns and ski masks and a Godardian resolve 
to transform life into cinema: 'Just fuckin’ 
pretend it’s a video game. Act like you’re in a 
movie or something.” What follows is noth¬ 


ing if not bravura moviemaking—a robbery 
filmed in one continuous take from the p.o.v. 
of the getaway car as it circles the outside of 
the building, with Faith (the nice, Christian 
girl of the bunch) at the wheel. 

The newly flush four then hightail it to 
St. Petersburg Beach, where they meet-cute 
the aptly named Alien, a corn-rowed, elabo¬ 
rately tattooed, hip-hop star with a sideline 
in drug and arms dealing and a mouth full 
of silver teeth that glisten like a werewolf’s. 
Alien is played by James Franco, who is at 
first unrecognizable. Franco is said to have 
modeled his portrayal on the real under¬ 
ground Florida rapper Dangeruss (a.k.a. 
Russ Curry), and while one doubts Spring 
Breakers will provoke any Argn-like debates 
over how accurately art imitates life, there’s 
no question that Alien represents the apo¬ 
theosis of Franco’s hydra-headed career as 
matinee idol, doctoral candidate, soap star 
and gallery artist. It’s a full-blown Method 
performance (with an emphasis on "meth”) 
that can also be seen as a knowing lampoon 
of Method acting. In any case, it’s a consis¬ 
tent astonishment. Franco and Korine are 
so suited to collaboration, it’s amazing it 
didn’t happen sooner—two prankster art¬ 
ists whose straight-faced self-parody can 
skirt the sublime. You leave the theater with 
Alien’s growling mantra, "spring break for- 
evah,” echoing in your head like a cantata. 

Heralded as Korine’s most conventional, 
accessible film (mainly because of its cast). 
Spring Breakers may in fact be his most 
experimental. Particularly in the final third, 
working with the editor Douglas Crise 



(Babel), he achieves something close to a 
sustained psychotropic state. Time splin¬ 
ters into a subjective chronology of flash¬ 
backs and foreshadowing, all set to a driv¬ 
ing electronic-dance music soundtrack by 
composer Cliff Martinez (who previously 
created the retro-electronica score for 
Drive) and EDM guru Skrillex. Punctuat¬ 
ing the trance are vignettes that could have 
sprung from no other artistic conscious¬ 
ness: a poolhall of perdition where Korine 
mingles his cast with some of St. Pete’s real, 
Bukowskian locals; the girls’ falling-down- 
drunk, parking-lot rendition of Britney 
Spears’ "... Baby One More Time”; and the 
piece de resistance. Franco’s piano-ballad 
cover of Spears’ "Everytime,” delivered 
with startling sincerity. At such moments. 
Spring Breakers seems to be holding a fun- 
house mirror up to the face of youth-driven 
pop culture, leaving it—and us—uncertain 
whether to laugh, recoil in horror, or mar¬ 
vel at its strange beauty. All I knew is I 
couldn’t wait to see it a second time.

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THE INCREDIBLE BURT 

WONDERSTONE Steve Carell's gift 
is for men who might drown in their 
own obliviousness. When his 40-year- 
old virgin insists that breasts feel like 
bags of sand, our laughter isn't just at 
his absurd cluelessness. It's at Carell 
the performer's ability to lay bare our 
near-universal impulse to lie to cover 
up our own ignorance. Carell again 
plays oblivious in the fitfully inspired 
magician comedy The Incredible Burt 
Wonderstone, but he doesn't play 
human. As the magician of the title, he's 
a dick David Copperfield on the decline, 
a third-rate casino act grinding through 
the same tricks in the same show he's 
been doing for a decade. Unlike that 
virgin, Wonderstone is cruel and dumb, 
capable only of the most selfish and 


least inventive responses, which stiffs 
the long scenes of him sexually harass¬ 
ing poor Olivia Wilde (as Wonderstone's 
assistant) or berating Steve Buscemi 
(as Wonderstone's bickering partner 
in magic). It's a Will Ferrell-style part 
played by an actor lacking Will Ferrell's 
abandon. The film's biggest surprise is 
that, after Wonderstone loses every¬ 
thing, we're expected to feel something 
besides impatience as he learns to 
become a better person—and gapes 
like a child at the wonder of magic. The 
supporting cast is all first rate, although 
Wilde is asked to do nothing more than 
be pretty and earnest and put-upon. 
Done up like a goonish Brad Pitt, Jim 
Carrey applies his cartoon expressive¬ 
ness to its most judicious ends in years, 
and James Gandolfini kills as a casino 
owner with no time for bullshit. (PG-13)

SPRING BREAKERS See "Girls Gone 
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AMOUR There are two things that are 
certain in life. One is that death will 
come for every one of us, in this case 
for Georges and Anne, an elderly 
couple. The other is that every film 
Michael Haneke makes will have a 
fair shot at the Cannes Palme d'Or. 
Amour, Haneke's much-garlanded 
latest, is set almost entirely within a 
well-appointed Paris apartment, amid 
the cathedral hush that is the director's 
preferred working condition. Anne is 
played by 85-year-old Emmanuelle Riva 
(Hiroshima Mon Amour}, and Georges 
by 81-year-old Jean-Louis Trintignant 
(My Night at Maud's, The Conformist); 
Georges ministers to his diminishing 
wife through her slow decline, his 
fierce will for her to live pitted against 
her increasing will to die. Haneke elides 
the moments of crisis, focusing instead 
on details of daily caretaking, the pro¬ 
cess by which a home slowly becomes 
a hospice. Trintignant is at his most 
touching as a man vainly trying to deci¬ 
pher his wife's blurred speech so as not 
to let go of the thread of their lifelong 
rapport. As ever, Haneke shoots in a 
style that is reserved and restrained— 
in a word, cold. In applying an unflinch¬ 
ing style to an inevitable process. 
Amour has a certain perfection to it, but 
what Haneke expresses thereby is so 
meager as to make it a single-minded, 
barren perfection. Haneke remains 
infallible—but so what? A movie in 
which incident is as spare as it is in 
Amour can certainly be great; a movie 
in which ideas and feelings are so 
sparse cannot.

THE ATTACKS OF 26/11 Indian film¬ 
maker Ram Gopal Varma (Satya, 
Company) continues his recent cold 
streak with The Attacks of 26/11, an 
exploitative docudrama that mercilessly 
begs viewers to wallow in an exhaust¬ 
ing, stilted re-enactment of the 2008 
Mumbai terrorist attacks. Varma begins 
his film with an intertitle begging for 
tolerance, stating that the film is not 
intended to criticize any one group. But 
the next screen of introductory text 
establishes the film's main concern: 
According to the filmmakers, the 2008 
attacks were "far more shocking" 
than 9/11 because of the perpetrators' 
"sheer audacity." Varma then tries 
to prove that argument with several 


slow-mo-heavy scenes where scowl¬ 
ing, sweaty Pakistani badmen mow 
down everyone, including "innocent 
children and women" and anyone 
who tries to get help. It's telling that 
whenever Rakesh Maria (Nana Patekar, 
star of the Varma-produced Ah Tak 
Chappan), joint commissioner of the 
Mumbai Police, infrequently provides 
narration to the film's events, he only 
make the terrorists sound more mali¬ 
cious. Attacks' drama is full of genuine 
anguish, but it's inexcusably gross to 
pretend this isn't a one-sided version. 
Varma shouldn't have bothered with 
the pretense of reportage, as he does 
later in the film when he juxtaposes 
a scene where a captured terrorist 
(Sanjeev Jaiswal) explains why he did 
what he did with one where Maria pulls 
a sub-Scarecf Straight routine, yelling 
at Jaiswal's killer that he gives Muslims 
a bad name—all while shoving his 
face into a pile of corpses and yelling, 
"Smell!" Attacks doesn't establish the 
severity of a real-life tragedy, it only 
crassly devalues the loss of human life.

BEAUTIFUL CREATURES Yet another 
cavalierly abstinent teen hero sulks 
through the swamps of Beautiful 
Creatures, a shot of pop-goth hog- 
wash so overheated that during its 
run theater owners could set aside a 
couple aisles and cultivate Louisiana 
passionflower. Here witch Lena (Alice 
Englert) is urged by her family to spurn 
the love of a non-magical local boy 
Ethan (Alden Ehrenreich) in order to 
protect him from the usual forces of 
darkness. The new wrinkle: she is star¬ 
ing down her imminent 16th birthday, 
which in the daft mythology worked 
out by Kami Garcia and Margaret 
Stohl, whose books all this is based 
on, is the time of "claiming" when a 
female "caster" like herself discovers 
whether the forces of the universe have 
willed her to serve "light" or "dark." 
(Even in an abstinence fantasy, that's 
surprisingly conservative—^that women 
possessed of extraordinary gifts have 
a 50/50 shot of being factory-set for 
evil.) Primness aside, the movie is 
terrific fun. Savor the candied gloom. 
The story is overstuffed with curses, 
dream visions, spell-driven freakouts, 
voodoo nonsense. Confederate ghosts, 
religious crazies, secret societies, 
extended witch family, and testaments 
to the power of reading. A Southern 
sheriff runs his cruiser off the road, as 
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all in movies must; the third act turns 
on a library research project spanning 
months, which is unusual in mov¬ 
ies with police car crashes. Director 
Richard LaGravenese, who also 
adapted the novel, lavishes the material 
with greater wit than its demographic 
demands, and the central love story 
feels warm-blooded—the air prickles 
between the leads. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

THE BERLIN FILE In a season that has 
seen two of South Korea's top direc¬ 
tors—Kim Jee-woon (The Last Stand) 
and Park Chan-wook (Stoker) —make 
their American debuts, their fellow 
action specialist Ryoo Seung-wan 
(Crying Fist, The Unjust) has instead 
decamped for Germany for this formu¬ 
laic but solid Cold War-style spy thriller, 
with North Korea pinch hitting for the 
USSR. The Berlin File opens with a 
botched arms deal between various 
Russian, Arab, and NK heavies that 
results in intelligence operative Pyo 
Jong-seong (the steely Ha Jung-woo) 
on the run and framed as a defector. 

Is another rogue Pyongyang agent 
(Ryoo Seung-bum) trying to shake-up 
the Berlin foreign office for his own 
purposes—or merely to get his hands 
on a $4 billion bank account formerly 
belonging to Kim Jong-il? Decked out 
with enough red herrings to feed the 
People's Army for a year. The Berlin File 
keeps narrative coherence far down 
on a priority list that privileges expertly 
choreographed hand-to-hand combat, 
hair-raising stunt work (including one 
spectacular high fall slowed by a string 
of Rube Goldberg complications), and 
such familiar genre accoutrements 
as secret rooms hidden behind book¬ 
shelves, shiny metallic attache cases, 
and pens concealing fast-acting vials 
of poison. The enjoyably analog antics 
end with one character boarding a train 
bound for Vladivostok, but judging from 
the evidence, it's Hollywood where we 
can expect to see Ryoo Seung-wan 
appear before long. (Not Rated) Scott 
Foundas.

BLESS ME, ULTIMA Carl Franklin's 
adaptation of Rudolfo Anaya's classic 
novel Bless Me, Ultima offers some 
wonderful grace notes, and a magnifi¬ 
cent anchor in Miriam Colon, who plays 
Ultima—also called La Grande—a 
curandera who works with herbs 
and who communes with nature and 
the spirit world. Colon's performance 
and beautifully weathered visage 
convey the wisdom and fearlessness 
of one who has trafficked with and 
learned to respect forces beyond most 
human comprehension. Both book 
and film celebrate spiritual practices 
that predate los conquistadors and 
Christianity, illuminating the ways that 
assimilation eroded cultural traditions 
while presenting the Latino community 
as a dynamic thread long woven into 
the American fabric. But Bless Me 
ultimately, and ironically, pulls up short 
because of its fealty to its source mate¬ 
rial—it attempts to shoehorn in all that 
the novel covers, which would take a 
miniseries to do justice. Some poetic 
moments underscore Franklin's talents 
but also hint at what the film might 
have been with more judicial shaping. 
The lead and supporting actors are 
largely fine. When young Antonio (Luke 
Ganalon), our narrator, eats lunch on 
his first day in a New Mexico school, 
he's laughed out of class for unpack¬ 
ing a burrito. He flees outside to find 
a small group of boys slumped quietly 
against a wall, eating their similarly 
uncool meals. Volumes are said about 
class, assimilation, and the ways the 
assimilated sometimes shame and scar 
those who haven't shorn themselves 
of ethnic or racial signifiers. There is 
pungency in this shorthand, in these 
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sketches that are richly evocative 
without saying too much or giving too 
little. You can't help but wish the movie 
had more of it. (PG-13) Ernest Hardy.

DARK SKIES Neither execrable enough 
to warrant being so unceremoniously 
dumped into theaters, nor so thor¬ 
oughly un-excerable that we should 
be outraged by its treatment, Scott 
Stewart's Dark Skies offers passable 
home-invasion horror of the Close 
Encounters variety, right down to the 
screws that loosen themselves, the 
UFO heat lamps suffusing doorways 
with light, and the bubbling leftovers 
dumped from the fridge. Of course, 
without the distractions of Spielberg's 
technique and goony optimism, audi¬ 
ences have too much time to wonder 
why the aliens here bother playing 
creepy faerie tricks on this suburban 
family—snatching photos from frames 
and hours from lives—before mov¬ 
ing in for their real goal, a rote child 
snatching. Stewart has some lofty 
ambitions, some of which he almost 
fulfills. There's a couple good scares, 
including one doozyfrom The Birds, 
but also too much breezed-past off- 
the-rack weirdness, including a series 
of Paranormal Activity-style temporary 
possessions that demand the actors 
must stand there, freeze-tag style, 
with eyes bugged out and mouths 
wide open. Keri Russell, as the mother, 
carves a real performance from a role 
that mostly demands she wander a dark 
house in fetching tank tops. Dakota 
Goyo, as the oldest of the kids, dares 
to be bluntly uncharismatic in the way 
of actual 13-year-old boys; he's given 
an awkward first kiss, a lyrical stoned 
bike ride, and an arc whose real-life 
humanity suggests that Stewart aspired 
to make a movie that might mean some¬ 
thing to someone. Too bad that what 
exists of that movie—the one exempli¬ 
fied by a smartly disorienting climactic 
setpiece steeped in the sex fears of 
pubescence—is only about half as long 
as this one. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl.

EMPEROR Tommy Lee Jones pontificates 
and poses with hands on hips as 
General Douglas MacArthur during his 
scant screen time in Emperor, vainly 
trying to muster up a showy perfor¬ 
mance that might save this historical 
drama from drowning in torpor. He 
cannot, alas, given that Peter Webber's 
film spends so much of its energy 
detailing the efforts of General Bonner 
Fellers (Matthew Fox) to investigate, 
at the conclusion of World War II, 
whether Japan's Emperor Hirohito 


was responsible for Pearl Harbor, and 
should thus be tried and hung for war 
crimes. Given its true-life basis, the 
story is already devoid of suspense 
regarding Hirohito's ultimate fate, and 
Feller's inquiry is made more sluggish 
by dramatically inert conversations with 
Japanese officials who don't realize 
that their lack of cooperation will doom 
their beloved emperor to the gallows. 
Their desire to praise the values of 
Japanese culture—honor, loyalty, devo¬ 
tion—is shared by the film. Amid the 
ham-fisted moral equivalency, Webber 
indulges in flashbacks to Feller's ill- 
fated romance with a Japanese beauty 
(Eriko Hatsune). Those sequences are 
a clunky means of conflating the per¬ 
sonal and political, and are ultimately 
low-lighted by abjectly corny scenes of 
Fox and Hatsune slow-mo frolicking in 
a sun-dappled bamboo forest. (PG-13)

ESCAPE FROM PLANET EARTH With 
animated kiddie product as generically 
sugary and dim-witted as this—^the 
directorial debut of Despicable Me sto¬ 
ryboard artist Callan Brunker—parents 
should prep a cost-benefit analysis 
including (a) the two-hour price of a 
babysitter, (b) the toxifying effects of 
exposing children to consumer waste, 
and (c) whether they're forced to sit 
through it, too. "Turn off your brain 
and hang on," warns Kira Supernova 
(voiced by Sarah Jessica Parker) as 
she and her nerdy scientist hubby 
Gary (Rob Corddry)—noseless, blue 
humanoids from a planet bafflingly 
more Jetsons-futuristic than extrater¬ 
restrial—rocket-race to save their son. 
Their kid, in turn, has foolishly run after 
his barrel-chested, celeb-astronaut 
uncle Scorch (Brendan Fraser), cap¬ 
tured by a villainous general (William 
Shatner) on the dangerous "Dark 
Planet" we call home. We're supposed 
to wonder, "Will Gary ever overcome 
his timidity and become an intergalactic 
hero to his family and dismissive bro?" 
Between the frequent cribbing of char¬ 
acter designs (The Smurfs, Toy Story) 
and hoary catchphrases (Titanic, The 
Warriors), to its unfunny, dated refer¬ 
ences (Simon Cowell? ZZ Top?!) and 
pointless excuses for 3-D gimmickry 
(food fights, paddleballs). Escape From 
Planet Earth makes a compelling case 
for our disposable culture to finally get 
wiped out by malevolent aliens. (PG)

THE GATEKEEPERS The most expansive 
of the many provocative assertions in 
The Gatekeepers, Dror Moreh's Oscar- 
nominated interrogation of six former 
heads of Shin Bet, Israel's renowned 
intelligence agency, is that Shin Bet 


men age to the left—and become more 
critical of Israel. Why this might be so is 
the larger subject of Moreh's searching, 
engrossing, and stylish inquiry, another 
contribution to the informal truth and 
reconciliation campaign being waged 
by a growing number of Israeli filmmak¬ 
ers. Politicians, says Yuval Diskin, Shin 
Bet's leader from 2005 to 2011, prefer 
their problems distilled into binaries so 
that binary solutions might follow. But 
the Israeli occupation of Gaza and the 
West Bank, which began in the wake of 
1967's Six-Day War, has produced end¬ 
less problems in infinite shades of gray. 
Diskin, just a boy when that war took 
place, joined Shin Bet as a proud young 
man, wanting to be part of the solution. 
What he and the others here describe 
is their moral and political evolution 
as occupiers, and the devolution they 
believe is threatening Israel from 
within. It makes for compelling view¬ 
ing, but the enigmatic cross-hatching 
of insights that emerges from those 
big interviews makes The Gatekeepers 
something more essential. You don't get 
the sense that it's any easier for these 
men to question Israel's leadership, 
or lack of leadership, from the safety 
of retirement. All of them insist that 
continuing to talk to Palestine is the 
only option; only Avraham Shalom, the 
eldest, goes further. "We have become 
cruel to ourselves but mainly to the 
occupation," he says. (PG-13) Michelle 
Orange.

GREEDY LYING BASTARDS We can 
speak of climate change with a fair 
amount of certitude: shrinking Arctic 
ice cover, rising global temperatures, 
and the increased frequency of extreme 
weather events. Most of us acknowl¬ 
edge that things are getting worse 
faster than previously predicted, and 
that human-caused greenhouse gas 
emissions have likely played a major 
role in this. Most of us, but not all. Craig 
Rosebraugh's documentary Greedy 
Lying Bastards (there's a not-at-all 
inflammatory title for you) shines a 
harsh light on the lengths the energy 
industry continues to go to in order to 
head off climate-related legislation— 
and assure the public there's nothing 
wrong with continuing to rely on fos¬ 
sil fuels. Billionaire climate-change 
deniers (Koch Industries, ExxonMobil) 
funnel huge amounts of money to both 
"Astroturf" (fake grassroots) organiza¬ 
tions and—thanks to the Citizens United 
decision—like-minded politicians, who 
take office and immediately move to 
dismantle environmental regulations. 
Catastrophes like Hurricane Sandy or 
the 2011 drought have become depress- 
ingly commonplace, but Rosebraugh 


emphasizes a less dramatic but 
nonetheless sobering problem: forced 
relocation due to climate change. The 
homes of both Kivalina, Alaska, and 
the Tuvalu people of the South Pacific 
are threatened by rising oceans, and 
their plight is the canary in the coal 
mine for coastal communities across 
the globe. It's too bad that Rosebraugh 
himself can be so off-putting. The data 
presented is horrifying enough without 
sarcastic narration, or his Roger & 
Me-style pursuit of an interview with 
ExxonMobil CEO Rex Tillerson. At least 
this time around there's no rabbit lady.

KOCH Love him or hate him, Ed Koch was 
New York in the 1980s, and Koch's bio 
account of his mayoral tenure offers 
almost equal measures of celebration 
and censure. Director Neil Barsky's 
film never shies away from Koch's 
controversies, exploring his third term's 
devastating corruption scandal and 
giving voice to critics who viewed him 
as, among other things, a racist (thanks 
to his closing of Harlem's Sydenham 
Hospital), a hypocritical homophobe 
(courtesy of persistent rumors of his 
gayness and his administration's slow 
response to the AIDS crisis), and an 
"opportunist." Still, Koch nonetheless 
also finds time to flirt with hagiog¬ 
raphy. In copious archival clips and 
contemporary footage with family, 
campaigning for others, and having the 
Queensboro Bridge named after him, 
Koch is presented as a no-nonsense 
loudmouth whose love of New York was 
only matched by his love of attention. 
The film has to skim—less a failing of 
Barsky's than a testament to Koch's 
involvement in so many pressing social 
and economic issues, including his 
landmark housing-reform work and 
his response to the murder of Yusef 
Hawkins. Still, if unlikely to change 
anyone's mind about its subject, it's an 
effective primer on a voluble and char¬ 
ismatic mayor who embodied the spirit 
of the city he loved. (Not Rated) Nick 
Schager.

OZTHE GREAT AND POWERFUL 

James Franco rivals his calamitous 
performance as Oscar host in Disney 
and director Sam Raimi's gargantuan 
attempt to turn L. Frank Baum's chil¬ 
dren's novels—and one of the most 
beloved of all Hollywood movies—into 
a wellspring of fresh product tie-ins and 
theme-park rides. A wildly inventive, 
unpredictable actor when he wants 
to be. Franco is all wrong for the role 
of a huckster sideshow magician who 
finds himself somewhere over the 
rainbow, trying to convince the good 
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familiar tropes—effectively paced, but 
without originality. And what is up with 
combinations of Ed Harris, water, and 
unbelievably hokey endings? Phantom 
easily out-bromides The Abyss with 
its eye-rolling final two minutes. (R)

SIDE EFFECTS If Side Effects, an 
immensely pleasurable thriller center¬ 
ing around psychotropic drugs, really 
is Steven Soderbergh's final film, as 
the director claims it will be, then he 
has peaked in the Valley of the Dolls. 
Scripted by Scott Z. Burns, who also 
wrote the screenplay for Soderbergh's 
Contagion (2011), Side Effects shares, 
at least at first, the earlier movie's icy 
fury over the corruption of the medi¬ 
cal profession. Yet when this initially 
pointed critique of our quick-fix, highly 
medicated era becomes a twisty genre 
exercise—filled with double-crosses, 
and blouses ripped—it doesn't lessen 
the movie's punch. Side Effects begins 
with the scene of a crime: blood 
on the hardwood floors of a mod¬ 
est Manhattan apartment. The film 
then cuts to three months earlier as 
28-year-old Emily Taylor (Rooney 
Mara) applies lipstick the same 
sanguine hue as the gore in the 
prologue. Skeletal, morose, 
and vacant-eyed, she is pret¬ 
tying herself up for a prison 
visit with her husband, Martin 
(Channing Tatum), who is 
nearing the end of a four-year 
sentence for insider trading. Yet 
Martin's release seems to send 
Emily into deeper despair. A suicide 
attempt lands her in the care of over¬ 
extended shrink Dr. Jonathan Banks 
(Jude Law). Emily's depression seems 
to be lifting under a new drug though 
soon one of its unintended effects— 
episodes of "acute parasomnia"— 
leads her to commit a very gruesome 


sleep crime. Scenes between Catherine 
Zeta-Jones, perfect as a steely rival 
shrink, and Law, even better than he 
was as the fear-mongering blogger in 
Contagion, reminds us what we'll be 
missing if Soderbergh never makes 
another film: someone to diagnose our 
national malaise as coolly and seduc¬ 
tively as he has. (R) Melissa Anderson.

STOKER Puberty is sex and sex is mur¬ 
der in Stoker, a Hitchcockian stew of 
hothouse familial jealousy, sadism, 
and psychosis all tied together by one 
teenage girl's homicidal coming of 
age. Psychosexual imagery permeates 
every inch of renowned South Korean 
filmmaker Park Chan-wook's stateside 
debut. A blood-tipped pencil, or water 
dripping between a young girl's shoes: 
These sights resound with over-the-top 
connotations suggesting danger in 
her carnal awakening. They coalesce 
into a portrait of femininity as a lethal 
and alluring force—and something, as 
Park seems to see it, to be celebrated 
as a source of power. The roots of that 
flowering are found in a cracked love 
triangle. Its corners: recently widowed 
Evelyn Stoker (Nicole Kidman), her 
deceased husband's out-of-nowhere 
brother, Charlie (Matthew Goode), and 
her daughter, India (Mia Wasikowska), 
a gaunt girl whose loner attitude and 
quirky habits—she seems to col¬ 
lect birthday presents each year in a 
tree—allow Wasikowska to operate in 
a more overtly Tim Burton-style register 
than she could in Burton's own Alice 
in Wonderland. India seems impossibly 
poised and invulnerable, as when she 
stands up to bullies with that pencil, 
or when she and Charlie join forces to 
dispatch one of her rape-minded school 
acquaintances. She never seems in 
danger of falling prey to anyone, includ¬ 
ing the icily charming Charlie. As such, 
the film often feels like a gorgeously 


people of a besieged kingdom that he's their 
prophesied savior. Reading his lines with 
the sneering warble of the young Dennis 
Hopper and flashing a strained smile that's 
more disturbing than dashing. Franco may be 
the least convincing flimflam man in movie 
history, more young Norman Bates than the 
man who would be Oz. He's surrounded by a 
Day-Glo freak-out of special effects and two 
very resourceful actresses, Rachel Weisz 
and Michelle Williams, reduced to glower¬ 
ing at each other and unleashing bursts of 
electromagnetic fury from their fingertips. If 
only the movie could run off with Mila Kunis' 
radiant Theodora, a nominal "good" witch 
whose passions rage louder than most, who 
gives her heart too willingly and, who, when 
betrayed, turns positively green with jealousy. 
She's by far the most dimensional being in 
this flaccid 3-D affair. (PG) Scott Foundas. 
Countywide. 

PHANTOM Submarine movies are made out of 
claustrophobia, silent crewmen listening for 
enemy pings, and usually a bad guy whose 
personality is probably way too big for the 
boat. The conventions are so fixed that you'd 
expect Variety's clubby slanguage glossary 
to provide an obnoxious term for the 
genre. Ping opera? Sonario? To 
put it in that rag's clipped, 
annoying parlance, Todd 
Robinson helms sub 
melodrama Phantom, 
toplined by Ed Harris 
as Soviet navy Captain 
Demi (sorry). Demi is 
abruptly transferred from 
his nuclear sub to com¬ 
mand a classified mission 
aboard an aging diesel ves¬ 
sel. The film nixes Russian 
accents in favor of aud rapport 
(dude, sorry), and Robinson's 
screenplay ("inspired" by 
"actual" "events") is informed 
by Cold War conspiracy 
theories. Rogue KGB agent Bruni 
(David Duchovny) has forged 
orders to test a top-secret device 
called Phantom that disguises 
the submarine's sonar signature 
as that of any other kind of ship. 

He intends to seize the sub's 
nuclear missile and fire it at 
Midway while impersonating a 
Chinese sub, provoking a war 
that would eliminate Russia's 
largest rivals. "The only nuclear 
war we can win—one we don't 
fight," Demi observes. Locked in 
the sub's nose, Demi plots with 
loyal crewmen to sabotage the 
nuke and retake control. Dicks 
nix clique's trick (sorry, sorry, 
sorry), brutally killing several 
crewmen, and the ensuing 
suspense story is a pastiche of 


rendered put-on, an exercise in 
play-acting various familiar scenar¬ 
ios—such as Jacki Weaver briefly 
showing up as the concerned rela¬ 
tive destined for a swift demise— 
devoid of heft or even sincerity. (R)

21 & OVER You can almost see the 
minds of the filmmakers working: 
Someone out there has just got 
to take umbrage at 21 & Over — 
please. But the most offensive 
thing about the picture—the direc¬ 
torial debut of the guys who wrote 
The Hangover—is how inoffensive 
it is. 21 & Over pretends to take 
chances even as it timidly retraces 
the same dance steps we've 
already seen in movies like, well. 
The Hangover. Three former high 
school besties, having gone off 
to separate colleges some three 
years earlier, reconnect on the 
night the youngest of them finally 
turns 21. The leads are appealing 
enough in their hapless, just-of-age 
way. Casey (Skylar Astin, of Pitch 
Perfect) and Miller (Miles Teller, 
who gave a terrific performance in 
Rabbit Hole and is also a veteran 
of another recent guys out-of¬ 
control comedy, last year's Project 
X) show up at Northern Pacific 
University to surprise their pal Jeff 
Chang (Justin Chon, of the Twilight 
movies), hoping to kidnap him for 
a night of birthday brewskis. But 
JeffChang—his buds long ago 
having merged his first and last 
into that catchy uniname—has an 
important med-school interview 
in the morning, and his glower¬ 
ing doctor-dad (Frangois Chau) 
has showed up to escort him. 
Somehow, Casey and Miller per¬ 
suade JeffChang to go out for just 
one little beer, which will eventu¬ 
ally lead to shots of chartreuse—or 
something similarly nasty—being 
slurped out of a really fat guy's 
navel.

A Laguna Arts Museunn show of the legendary photographer of the stars 

reminds us why they shone so brightly

I n 1974, songwriters Peter Allen and 
Carole Bayer Sager penned ‘"Every- 
thing Old Is New Again,” putting to 
melody the long-standing idiom and 
succinctly expressing a longing for glamor¬ 
ous Hollywood and days gone by ‘'Let’s go 
backwards when forward fails,” the song 
memorably stated, and that sentiment was 
somewhat echoed at this year’s Academy 
Awards, which featured impressive dance 
routines from a few modern stars when¬ 
ever host Seth MacFarlane wasn’t slicing 
the heels off sophistication with tired dude 
humor. (Here’s hoping all serious actresses 
boycott “boob” shots in their films for the 
next 10 years in protest.) 

Lasciviousness has always been a part of 
the human animal, of course; it’s just that we 
used to pretend it didn’t exist, and we cer¬ 
tainly didn’t celebrate it as a model of behav¬ 
ior to which we aspire. Temptresses such 
as Joan Crawford slept around—with both 
men and women—and spritely pagan Jean 
Harlow often answered knocks to her door 
in the nude, giving brass handles a whole 
new dimension. When it came to public per¬ 
ception, however, and certainly to images 
that would be used to promote careers and 
entice adoration from fans, movie stars of 
yesteryear knew better than to go lowbrow. 

Enter George Hurrell, the now-legend- 
ary Hollywood portrait photographer, a 
Midwest-born artist who rambled into 
Laguna Beach in the 1920s and soon chan¬ 
neled his talent with the paintbrush into 
painting with light on celluloid. Known 
as the man who made beautiful people 
even more beautiful, and whom the obses¬ 
sive Crawford trusted implicitly, Hurrell’s 
images are not just iconic, but also stand 
the test of time: There is nothing “old” 
about Hurrell’s work, and any “new” pho¬ 
tographer would do well to study it. 

The Laguna Art Museum’s “George 
Hurrell: Laguna to Holl 3 rwood” is a good 
place to start for those who aspire to 
Kodachromatic greatness (particularly in 
portraiture), as well as anyone who longs 
for the days when movie stars kept their 
private lives private and gave us what we 
really wanted—fantasy. 

Hurrell was a product of his time and 
knew that turning a pretty puss or hand¬ 
some heartthrob into an ethereal deity 
was what the public and studio demanded, 
but he also had an instinct about light and 
how to sculpt a face with shadow. All of the 
images in the exhibition reflect this extraor¬ 
dinary talent, with a few iconic renderings 
making his reputation as “the Rembrandt of 
photography” seem an understatement. 

The moniker feels most apropos in the 
images of original platinum blond Jean 
Harlow, the free-spirited towhead who 
even bleached her nether regions in order 
to maintain the title. Harlow had lumi¬ 
nous skin, according to those who knew 


her, but her features were rather angular 
and hard, and her eyes deeply set. Using 
an easily maneuverable “boom” light 
(similar to a boom microphone), Hurrell 
created shadows under her eyes to draw 
them out and used darkness to design her 
face instead of flooding it with light, most 
exquisitely rendered in a close-up reclin¬ 
ing shot of Harlow in which she is posi¬ 
tively translucent. Hurrell also knew bet¬ 
ter than to take all of the credit, remarking 
on the young starlet, “She reacted to [the 
camera], and in some strange way, I was a 
third party—they were conspirators.” 

Other visions of the sublime come from 
Crawford—whose face Hurrell proclaimed 
“the closest to perfection, like Garbo,” even 
though, he allows, “her eyes were a little 
big”—and from the “dazzling, quick-witted” 
Carole Lombard just three years before her 
tragic death. These asides from Hurrell are 
where lovers of movie legends will And an 
added dimension to the striking eye candy, 
for many of the title cards include Hurrell’s 
impressions on his sitting (and smolder¬ 
ing) subjects. Dietrich, for example, seen 
in a stunning recline, “posed exactly as she 
wanted” and told Hurrell when to shoot as 


she critiqued herself in a full-length mirror 
placed behind the camera. Bette Davis had 
“a special kind of beauty in her face,” he 
says, and lovely Rita Hayworth was “gor¬ 
geous, but [there] was nothing else there.” 
Katherine Hepburn proved “a vibrant and 
take-charge lady,” and the king of the mov¬ 
ies (as anointed by a national poll) Clark 
Gable was, in Hurrell’s estimation, “the most 
charming man I have ever known.” 

These are the inside views that fans of 
long-departed legends long for—not the 
scandals, but a momentary peek behind the 
glorious fa 9 ade by someone who saw them 
at their most authentic and vulnerable. The 
other truths, the flaws and the salacious 
behavior, were always hidden by glamour 
and sophistication—and the movies and 
their fans were the better for it. “Let’s go 
backwards when forward fails,” indeed.

Matt Costa shows off his 
whimsical side on the 
misty moors

F or his newest, self-titled record¬ 
ing, Huntington Beach troubadour 
Matt Costa decided early on that 
he needed a change of scenery—a seri¬ 
ous change. For years, he has made an art 
form out of folding bluesy, downtrodden 
lyrics into folky, upbeat song formats that 
you can simultaneously sway to and con¬ 
template. In the search for new inspira¬ 
tion, he left Orange County for the misty 
moors of Scotland. But the rootsy, melan¬ 
choly album entrenched in Americana he 
intended proved hard to come by in the 
land of kilts. 

The exuberance crept in again, this time 
thanks to producer Tony Doogan (Belle 
and Sebastian, Mogwai). He pumped Cos¬ 
ta’s compositions full of lush orchestra¬ 
tion, gorgeously delicate melodies and ’70s 
AM-radio prettiness. The results are less 
retro and more reflective of a developing 
songwriter’s love for his influences weaved 
with his own soulful sound. 

Matt Costa is a bit of a departure from 
Costa’s previous works, particularly 
2010’s self-produced psychedelia-’60s 
throwback. Mobile Chateau, a love letter 
to the Zombies and one of his musical 
idols, Donovan. After working with No 
Doubt’s Tom Dumont as producer for his 
first two full-length recordings, Costa got 
his hands dirty, exploring new tones and 
instrumentation, best heard on Mobile 
Chateau’s single ‘Witchcraft.” Flush with

tremolo and skittering drum beats, it 
was a notable detour from the unfettered 
acoustic tones of his previous releases. 

“But then I felt like I had exhausted 
all that, and I wanted to get in the stu¬ 
dio and work with someone on things 
I hadn’t learned yet,” Costa says about 
his trip across the Atlantic. Recording in 
Scotland’s Castle of Doom didn’t immedi¬ 
ately come to mind, even though Mobile 
Chateau’s “Can You Tell Me” offered a 
good segue. 

Costa first called Dave Fridmann, 
whose production work for Flaming Lips 
and Mercury Rev he admired. But Frid¬ 
mann was booked, so his manager sug¬ 
gested Tony Doogan, whose credits have 
an orchestral, ethereal feel. In Scotland, 
Doogan started humming string ideas. 


Once members of the astral ensemble 
Belle and Sebastian started chiming in, 
Costa was sold. The Belles, as Costa calls 
them—Chris Geddes, Stevie Jackson and 
Bobby Kildea—played on the album. 

“Shotgun” was the first song to come 
alive, inspired by a Ray Bradbury inter¬ 
view speaking to the false intimacy of 
books. “I like the juxtaposition, the driv¬ 
ing of it and the strings with the playful 
interweaving lines,” he says about its 
sound. “It takes it to a different place than 
just a rock song.” 

The lush orchestration that sent the 
album in what Costa sees as a mysti¬ 
cal direction is most notably heard on 
the song “Laura Lee.” “It’s more like an 
enchanted fairy tale or something,” he 
says, “in which you are searching in the 


crevices in the mossy green corners, and 
there is a story that lies there.” 

Doogan’s signature sound worked 
well with Costa’s musical leanings at the 
time. Leading up to the recording, Costa 
studied Mozart on guitar, how the phras¬ 
ing works with the strings, and learned 
finger-style guitar playing reminiscent of 
such British folk musicians as Davey Gra¬ 
ham, Bert Jansch and John Martyn. 

“I was imagining [adding] some string 
productions to those kinds of sounds,” 
Costa says. Once Doogan’s ideas unfolded, 
Costa hung the moody, rainy notions out 
to dry and replaced them with the wist¬ 
ful, daydreamy nostalgia that emerged on 
songs such as “Early November.” 

Doogan’s vision for slow songs such as 
“Loving You” in a sort of Ennio Morricone, 
1960s, spaghetti western-style production 
took hold, lovelorn content be damned. 
“Those had a really cinematic, lush, big 
production sound with strings,” Costa says 
about Morricone’s signature style. “He 
likes using a lot of landscapes and horizons 
in the mountain ranges as inspiration.” 

“Good Times” is the upbeat account of 
a dreamer who moved to the big city with 
even bigger dreams only to drain his bank 
account and accept defeat. Costa holds 
dear that juxtaposition of a depressing 
tale and the beat of happy-go-lucky drum 
and horns. 

“It’s essentially what the blues are,” 
Costa says about the form’s swingin’ 
laments. ‘You can sing about the sad, 
darker side of things, and people can 
relate_The music is what transcends it.”

‘I Had a Dream 
That I Woke Up, 
But It Was 
Too Late!’ 

Editor's Note: Our esteemed punk-rock 
columnist Exene Cervenka wanted to share a 
short story. Since most everything she does 
is badass, we figured this would be no differ¬ 
ent The first part ran in last week's issue. 

H er friends told her she spent too much 
time online. She followed YouTubers and 
bloggers and every alternative to mainstream 
media she could find. She commented on 
information others had painstakingly uncov¬ 
ered and added to the myriad of mysteries 
that kept deepening. 

It seemed all reality was manufactured, a 
matrix, a rabbit hole, a sci-fi movie, a blue- 


screen nightmare, with the media participat¬ 
ing in every hoax. Soon, her only friends were 
total strangers with whom she communi¬ 
cated online. 

In 2008, Barack Obama, the first African- 
American president, won the election, prom¬ 
ising hope and change. 

Congress passed and Obama signed the 
National Defense Authorization Act (NDAA) at 
11:30 p.m. on New Year's Eve 2011. She knew 
the NDAA gave the president—and every pres¬ 
ident thereafter—^the power to detain American 
citizens indefinitely, without charges or trial. He 
had even been granted the power to kill anyone 
suspected of associating with terrorists. 

Her friends wouldn't believe her, and they 
refused to read the NDAA. Her friends said 
she was crazy, a conspiracy theorist, a tinfoil 
hat-wearing lunatic. 

In 2012, after Obama was re-elected, 
drone strikes targeting civilians in other 
countries continued, and the drones came to 
the Homeland. The NDAA helped to declare 
the world a battlefield, and domestic ter¬ 
rorists were now on the hit list alongside

She could feel herself there, trans¬ 
fixed by the fireworks and booming sounds 
of the rockets, smelling the gunpowder and 
smoke, loving the sparkling American flag 
at the finale. It was the celebration of small¬ 
town, all-white America. Black-and-white TV 
would soon become color and show us the 
United States our grade-school history books 
ignored, the one of racism, assassinations, the 


war in Vietnam, protests, corruption and lies. 

The American Dream was a cleverly 
designed war machine, and we kept it hum¬ 
ming. We built skyscrapers and bridges made 
of iron and Democracy, there was a chicken 
in every pot and two cars in every suburban 
driveway. But the Goliath started to sput¬ 
ter, short out, slow and creak and stall. The 
American Dream Machine is now rusting in 
the junkyard, no one at the wheel, no power 
in those old metal and plastic bones.

Howling Good Time 

The Joy Formidable exercise their inner 
animals on Wolf’s Logic

E ven when Ritzy Bryan is cursing 
the classical-music instructors of 
her youth, she still sounds charm¬ 
ingly regal. ‘"My harp teacher was an 
absolute bitch,” she declares with a crisp 
annunciation that betrays her Welsh 
heritage. “And every time I’d play the 
fucking flute, I’d pass out.” Luckily for 
us, the doll-eyed dervish who fronts the 
Joy Formidable eventually got around to 
picking up a guitar. 

Chatting by phone from Brighton, 
England, Bryan sounds soft and reserved, 
but to see her perform live is to witness a 
human conduit who channels a remark¬ 
able range of rock personas. During a 
September 2011 show at Detroit Bar, 
Bryan dropped sweet pop hooks with 
refreshing conviction over a wash of 
swirling, shoegaze guitar. The glorious 
cacophony was backed by the occasional 
dual-bass-drum freakout. She exhibited a 
mesmerizing spectrum of movement: At 
times, her jerky movements were freak¬ 
ishly robotic, while at others, she dipped 
and swayed with fluid elegance. 

But Bryan is oblivious as to from 
where her performance style comes. 

“I come off stage, and I almost don’t 
remember the gig,” she says, laughing. 
“It’s kind of a weird thing, but it’s kind of 
what you want every night, to zone out 
and lose yourself.” 

On Monday, the Joy Formidable will 
bring their magic to a considerably 
larger stage at Santa Ana’s Observatory 
in support of their second album. Wolf's 
Law. The title refers to a 19th-century 
theory that bones put under stress will 
become stronger. Though the songs still 
bear the trademark fuzz and intensity of 
the band’s debut outing, 20II’s Big Roar, 
the sound has evolved with vocals that 
soar (as opposed to gallop), as well as 
the addition of lush passages featuring 
string arrangements. 

“I deflnitely enjoyed turning to some 
compositional elements on this album 
with the scoring of the strings and 
orchestral arrangements,” says Bryan. 
“[Bassist] Rhydian [Dafydd] and I come 
from a classical background, and it’s 


something we wanted to get into a little 
bit more.” 

The Joy Formidable formed in 2007, 
bolstered by the friendship between 
Bryan and Dafydd. The two played in an 
earlier project called Tricky Nixon. The 
band were rounded out with original 
drummer Justin Stahley (who was later 
replaced by Matt Thomas). Their earliest 
efforts yielded the singles “Austere” and 
“Cradle,” the latter a rapturous, distorted 
jam with a howling chorus. The band got 
the attention of Passion Pit keyboardist 
Ayad Al Adhamy, who signed the band to 
his Black Bell Records. 

By the release of Big Roar in 2011, it 
was clear the sound had gelled, with the 
standout track being “Whirring,” the 
hook to which has little meaning when 
taken out of context, yet manages to get 
stuck on repeat in one’s mind. 

According to Bryan, the band toured 
in support of the album for nearly 18 
months. During the mindnumbing car¬ 
ousel ride of backstages, tour buses and 
hotel rooms, Bryan and Dafydd wrote 
the songs for Wolf's Logic. The band then 
retreated to a cabin in the snow-quilted 
Maine woods to record the final product. 

“We deflnitely needed somewhere to 
reflect, to consolidate, to look at what 
we’d written,” Bryan says. 

Of the finished product, a nice repre¬ 
sentation would be “Cholla,” which opens 
with spooky, horror-film piano, then 
erupts unexpectedly with a ferocious 
guitar that hums like a surging death ray. 
Tipping her hat to those who persevere, 
Bryan sings, “When nothing comes easy, 
only the finest are left.” 

And with a calendar full of tour dates 
stretching out ahead of them, the Joy For¬ 
midable are ready to continue persevering. 

“I think it’s probably going to be for¬ 
ever,” says Bryan, giggling. “[I’ll be tour¬ 
ing] until I’m an old woman.”

O n FriiJay nights, notorious Hollywood 
hot spot Avalon continues to be the 
dance-music mecca for the wild, electro- 
addicted, 19-and-over crowd. And in a 
world crammed with revelers in need of a 
fix, Ryan Jaso—the man behind WhiteLite 
Productions and its weekly staple, CON¬ 
TROL Fridays—is a major supplier. Two 
weeks ago, CONTROL celebrated its fourth 
anniversary with a huge performance by 
U.K.'s Jack Beats, alongside trap master 
Carnage and resident DJ Whiiite. The 
turnout garnered the kind of attendance 
most clubs would die for, with a line around 
the corner. Inside, celebrity-guest DJs 
in attendance included Borgore, Dillion 
Francis and 12th Planet, all of whom came 
ready to party and even hop on the decks. 
Naturally, the ability to conjure this kind of 
a scene on a weekly basis is quickly turning 
Jaso's residency and the artists under his 
Technique Management roster into very hot 
commodities. Not bad for a guy who used 
to hand out club fliers outside parties such 
as this. 

Jaso began his career as an underling 
for the Social Group (the masterminds 
behind the club Sutra) in Newport Beach 
when he was only 18. The Huntington 
Beach native threw his first show at Detroit 
Bar in Costa Mesa, a monthly titled Made 
You Look. "It was a ghost town at first—just 
me and 40 of my friends, even when we had 
artists such as Treasure Fingers," he says. 

But times weren't always full of struggle. 
When he booked Steve Aoki, it was the 
highest-selling night for Detroit Bar at the 
time. At the same time, he booked a party 
in LA called Plus + Sundays at Play and a 
Monday all-house-music night at the SBE 
nightclub Area. Though these weren't the 
most profitable, for a guy eager to learn the 


business, the free weekly bar tab was pay¬ 
ment enough. 

Eventually, CONTROL Fridays became a 
vital component of the EDM scene in Los 
Angeles, solidifying bass music in it after 
Rusko headlined the main stage for the 
first time. "No one did dubstep that big at 
the time," Jaso says. Since then, CONTROL 
has been partially responsible for breaking 
artists as big as Skrillex ,who had his first 
big-room show there and frequently shows 
up to do surprise sets. 

WhiteLite Productions and CONTROL 
continue to be at the forefront of EDM 
trends by holding all-trap shows with heavy 
hitters such as Baauer and Flosstradamus. 

Sets from CONTROL are now streamed on 
iHeartRadio's Evolution online-radio show, 
as well as its flagship terrestrial station in 
Boston—with more stations in large cities 
to come. Jaso is also in talks about taking 
CONTROL nationwide. "Fifteen-hundred- 
capacity rooms the size of CONTROL, legit 
production in every city, with probably the 
last day at Avalon to take it to the next level," 
he says. This includes always searching for 
new talent for his Technique Management 
group, which already includes such artists 
as PeaceTreaty, Cold Blank, Mak J and Chris 
James, all of whom are all killing it in the 
game.(Recently, Chris James garnered a 
Grammy nomination for his vocals on Dead- 
mau5's "The Veldt") 

Jaso's career was built around the grimy 
showrooms of big bass-heavy parties and 
the electro house artists he has rallied 
behind. In an effort to expand his brand, 
he took his background as a marketing 
director with Cardboard Robot and opened 
Lobby, a cool clothing store at the LAB in 
Costa Mesa. As a buyer, he brings high-end 
hipster threads from Wild Fox, Knomadik 
and Unif to his shelves. 

As always, his ability to provide the prod¬ 
uct to get people hooked is his No. 1 talent. 
"For me, it's continuing to evolve and push 
for new things, whether it be for the store, 
my artist or my shows," Jaso says. 

And this is only the beginning for a man 
who skipped out on college for something 
he was passionate about. "I still enjoy the 
music," he says. "I'm a fan first. I love what 
I do."

(NEW YORK DOLLS, THE HEARTBREAKERS AND OTHERS) 

There’s a gold standard for rock & roll guitar, and its name is 
Johnny Thunders. He took bloozy, Keith Richards-style guitar 
swagger and updated it for the punk sound. His fills and leads cut 
through a mix as though a chain saw, giving every wannabe junkie 
rocker from New York to Los Angeles a raison d’etre. The intro 
riff to ‘Jet Boy” off the New York Dolls’ self-titled album is the 
“Gimme Shelter” intro reinvented for the age of platform boots 
and glitter. The Heartbreakers’ debut, LA.M.F., shows Thunders 
as a man capable of learning from those he influenced, progress¬ 
ing while never ditching the old formula of Chuck Berry played at 
deafening volumes.

Even on Propagandhi’s such early efforts 
as the Where Quality Is Job #1EP, Propa- 
gandhi front man Chris Hannah is clearly 
more than just another pop-punk guitar¬ 
ist. By the time Supporting Caste came 
out, Hannah revealed himself as perhaps 
the greatest Canadian guitarist this side 
of Voivod’s Piggy.

Tm an actor in New York City. A lot of people 
think actors are whores, and last week, I 
almost became one. I responded to a casting 
call for a film project called Sniff. The ad —on 
Playbilts website—called for two male actors 
to film a short scene. The pay was $100 for a 
day's work. I was emailed the scene to study. 

It starts with two male roommates chatting 
on a couch. The bigger, more muscular 
roommate confronts the smaller, scrawnier 
roommate about his obsession with socks. 
Two pages later, the smaller roommate is 
being ordered to sniff, lick and caress the 
larger roommate's feet. The scene ends 
with the smaller roommate being forced to 
hold the bigger roommate's big toes in the 
corners of his mouth while smiling for the 
camera. Write a screenplay and hire actors—is 
this something foot fetishists do to make 
low-budget softcore porn? I'm not a hater 
of fetishists, but it is a little strange to see 
something like this in a casting ad. 

Freaked-Out Oblivious Thespian 

PS.The audition was surprisingly normal. I 
wasn't asked to remove my clothes or lick any 
feet. I wasn't cast. After the audition, the direc¬ 
tor requested a picture of my feet via email. I 
did not send him one. 

“Yes, I am a foot fetishist,” said Anthony 
Fusco, the writer and director of Snijf and 
the person for whom you auditioned. “I’m 
also a theater person.” I reached Fusco the 
same way you did: through the contact info 
in the audition notice in Playbill. It turns out 
that Snijf is one scene in Big Naked Feet, a 
five-scene, one-act comedy that Fusco wrote, 
directed and produced at a small venue in 
New York in 2008. “We got a good response,” 
Fusco told me. “We had full houses; people 
walked away smiling.” Big Naked Feet isn’t 
Fusco’s only play. Another of his plays—Cross¬ 
ing Verrazano—wsis produced as part of the 
Strawberry One-Act Festival in 2011. 

I told Fusco that his six-page script for 
Snijf read like fetish porn (“Good dog, Paul, 
now take a step back and just stare at the 
beauty of my manly feet!”) and that his audi¬ 
tion notice had my bullshit detectors going 
off. It would be a lot cheaper for a foot fetish¬ 
ist to pay two actors to bring his fantasies to 
life than, say, two male escorts. You can find 
good-looking actors who’ll work for $100 per 
day. A good-looking male escort, on the other 
hand, will run you $1,000 or more per day. 

But Fusco insisted the video is intended as 
promo material for a planned re-mount of Big 
Naked Feet, not foot-fetish fap material. 

But, come on, one hot guy going to town 
on another hot guy’s feet? Wouldn’t Fusco 
beat off to that? Wouldn’t any foot fetishist? 
“I’m so used to this stuff,” he said, “it’s noth¬ 
ing new to me. I’m not going to say it can’t be 
exciting or a turn-on. So it depends on how 
the final product turns out, I guess, and how 
it looks.” 

And ... scene. 

P.S. Coincidentally, FOOT, after our inter¬ 
view, Fusco requested a picture of my feet 
via email. And I sent him one—because, hey, 
why not? 

My boyfriend is HIV-positive, and I am not. We 
haven't been intimate yet because he's not 
ready. He blames his HIV for everything. I know 
HIV is very serious, but I have some questions. 

I can't ask anyone I know without spilling 
his secret. If he misses taking his meds by 10 
minutes, will it seriously affect his health? He 
has forced me to leave movies early, refused 
to go to work functions with me, and even 
missed my birthday because we would miss 
his 10 p.m. med schedule. Anything that goes 


bad in our relationship, he blames it on the fact 
that he is positive and I am not. I feel like he 
manipulates me with his illness. 

Positively Flustered 

“My answer to PF’s question—will his boy¬ 
friend’s health be affected if he takes his 
meds 10 minutes late—is a resounding no,” 
said Peter Shalit, a doctor, author and public 
speaker who has been treating HIV patients 
for 25 years. “Modern HIV meds have a lot 
of flexibility around when they are taken. 

His boyfriend can also carry the meds in his 
pocket if he’s so OCD that he has to take them 
at the same exact minute every day.” 

Dr. Shalit doesn’t think HIV is the problem 
here. “His boyfriend needs to stop blaming 
everything on his HIV, deal with it, and get on 
with his life,” he said. “My advice to patients 
taking meds for HIV: The daily act of tak¬ 
ing your meds should have as much impact 
in your life as the daily act of brushing your 
teeth. How would it sound if someone said, T 
can’t come to your birthday party because I 
need to brush my teeth’? It sounds like he is 
using his HIV as a weapon.” 

Dr. Shalit and I both wonder why you put 
up with this guy. “He doesn’t sound very 
pleasant to be around,” said Dr. Shalit, and 
I agree. End this relationship—not because 
your boyfriend is positive, but because he’s 
an asshole. 

I met a boy on an online sports forum, and 
I've fallen for him. And from what I can tell, 
he's fallen for me. The problem is that early 
in our relationship, he expressed certain atti¬ 
tudes about race that caused me to not be 
100 percent honest with him. It turns out that 
he dislikes men of color and feels they are 
responsible for many of the problems in this 
world. Upon discovering this, I claimed to be 
white and even went so far as to use Photo¬ 
shop to make myself appear white in the pics 
I sent him. I'm not black, but I am not white. 
And now that our relationship has come to 
the point at which a meeting is planned, I am 
absolutely distraught. He is always so kind 
and loving, but when he makes comments 
about "ashy knees" and "big ethnic noses," I 
cry inside. We've been together for a while, and 
I know he loves me, but I fear that he might 
not see past my skin color. He's young and 
Canadian, and I believe that he can overcome 
this. How do I go about confessing? Do I just 
show up to meet him at LAX, smile and hope 
for the best? 

Lost And Worried 

First off, LAW, you’re not in a relationship. 
You’ve never met this person—excuse me, 
you’ve never met this racist piece of shit—and 
while two people can get to know each other 
via email, two people who’ve never actually 
met are not “together.” You were alone in 
your room with your laptop the whole time, 
lying to a racist piece of shit and deluding and 
undervaluing yourself. 

My advice: Call off the meeting and send 
the racist piece of shit your actual, un¬ 
retouched pics, along with an email that 
begins with something like “I don’t know 
what I was thinking getting involved with 
you,” and ends with something like “Now go 
fuck yourself, you racist piece of shit.” Trust 
me, you’ll feel better about this “relationship” 
if you dump the racist piece of shit before he 
has a chance to dump you.

Keith P. More was named Orange
